A Permanent Peace 


‘London. — A full dress debate on 
the question of the proceedings of 
the peace conference, in regard, to 
the payment of indemnities, took 
place recently. A number of mem- 
bérs expressed apprehension that 
Germany might succeed in her ef- 
forts to avoid payment in full. 


It was pointed out that Germany 
might be bankrupt now, but that. the 
development of ,her resources would 
enable her to pay. Furthermore, it 
was not the business of the delegates 
at Paris to say what Germany could 
pay. Their affair was to present the 
bill; it was Germany's business to 
find ways and means of meeting her| 


Andrew Bonar Law, replying, did; 
not think that there was any founda-

The northern Caucasus from the

The anti-Bolsheviki leaders, fight- 
ing having ceased, are forming new 
forces of Cossacks and other natives. “ 
The report says that the capture of 
Vladikavkaz on January 28, by troops 
under Gen. Skuro, completed the 
campaign against the Bolsheviki, — in 
which 50,000 prisoners, more than 
2,000 guns, 350 machine guns, 100 
locomotives and thousands of railway 
cars were taken, 

A report from Odessa on February 
13, said that the army of Gen, Dene- 
kine had scattered a Bolsheviki arm9 
of 100,000 men, of whom more than 
31,000 were made prisoners, 

Failure of the offensive in the di-

Alberta’s Dairy Industry Growing 

Despite the adverse labor condi- 
tions ruling last year, there was a 
fair increase in Alberta’s dairy busi- 
ness over that of the previous year, 
the total production of creamery but- 
ter being 9,100,000 pounds in 1918 
compared#with 8,944,000 pounds in 
1917. Ten years ago the total pro- 
duction of dairy butter amounted to 
2,550,000 pounds, so that a gain of 
6,550,000 pounds has been made in tne 
yearly output during this period, Dur- 
ing the same time the production of 
cheese has also increased, from 88,- 
570 pounds to 650,000 pounds in 1918, 
The average number of milk cows 


per farm in Alberta is now 5.6. 


Australia’s Huge Merchant Vessel 
Melbourne, ~ The five thousand 
ton merchant vessel Delungra has 
been launched at Walsh Island. This 
is the first vessel to be constructed 
by the government under the com- 
monwealth shipbuilding scheme.

Value of Canadian Farms 

The annual report of the Dominion 
bureau of statistics shows the average 
value of farm land, including improved 
and non-improved farms, to be $46 
an acre as compared with $44 an acre 
in 1917 and $41 in 1916. By provinces 
the value is highest in British Colum- 
bia, where it averages $149 an acre, 
this being exactly the same figure as 
in 1917, The value of farm land in 
Manitoba averages $32, as compared 
to $31 in 1917; in Saskatchewan $29, 
against $26, and in Alberta $28, 
against $27 in 1917,

No. 2—The Eastern Viewpoint

East ays great stress“ which | 
it must forget, and a cer- 
tain attitude of mind which it must} 
change. To consider the Eastern 
viewpoint first in connection with the 
differences now evident between East} 
and West. 

There are still hundreds of people 
in Eastern Canada who look upon the} 
West in much the same light as ‘the 
people of England looked upon Can- 
ada, Australia and other overseas Do- 
minions a quarter of a century ago. 
That is, the people of England re- 
garded these Dominions as mere 
colonies, something they fiad discov- 
ered, or bought, or achicved by right 
of conquest over other nations; some- 


thing they owned and which’ were 
their sole possession; That idea no 
longer exists in England, but there 
are people in Eastern Canada who 


hold a somewhat similar view in re- 
gard to the West. They say that old 
Canada, that is, Eastern Canada, 
bought this country from the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co., and ‘that they there- 
fore ownit, and they partly justify 
their retention of the. lands and nat- 
ural resources of the Western Pro- 
vinces asa federal asset on that as- 
sumption, They say, too, that they 
went to great expense to build the 
C.P.R., not so much for their own} 
benefit of the} 
West This is a state of mind which |} 
the East must absolutely abandon if 
there is to be harmony and co-opera- 
tion in national effort between East 
and West. 


The East has’ largely passed 
through its pioneer stages and is now 
emerging into a more settled and} 
consequently more conservative com- 
munity. As an aid to its devlopment 
certain policies were adopted and are 
generally speaking, regarded as hav- 
ing been wise and beneficial. Some 
of these policies were largely dictated 
by the relations which at one time 
existed between Britain and Canada| 
and the United  Stafes, relations| 
which were must less friendly and 
cordial than they are today. Policies} 
of a defensive character as against! 
the United States were popular and 
possibly necessary in those ecarlierf 
years, The East developed in popu- 
lation and wealth under these poli- 
cies, and such development was pro- 
nouncedly in the direction of manu- 
facturing industry rather than. in ag- 
ricultural betterment. The result has| 
been the growth of great “cities and 
towns, and a much more rapid in- 


| change must be effected.

The East stifl clings strofigly to 
the view that policies which proved 
advantageous to tlm in the past are 
still necessary to their prosperity and 
should be permanently. maintained, 
and they consider the West narrow- 
minded and selfish in demanding a 
change, It is difficult for the East 
to appreciate the fact that policies 
and conditions which - suited Canada 
east of the Great Lakes during the 
last half century are not equally ap- 
plicable to a Canada extending from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. On the 
contrary, the East is constantly urg- 
ing the view that under the same 
policy great manufacturing cities and 
towns will ultimately be built up in 
the West, and this, to their mind, is 
the great thing to achieve, the sine 
qua non of success, the acme of pros- 
perity, and, by the creation of a 
“home market,” the best thing pos- 
sible for agriculture, 

Furthermore, the East honestly 
and conscientiously believes that it is 
taking a truly national view, and 
that the Wes} is adopting a narrow 
and an entirely sectional view. Nor 
does the East appreciate the fact that 
the Unkhown West of a few years 
ago is today the home of mére than 
two million Canadians, and that these 
people in pressing their vicws-—as 
they have a right to do—are not act- 


j uated by a desire to do injury to the 


East and destroy its manufacturing 
industries, The East-feels that it 
has largely carried the burden and 


| borne the expense of the development 


of the West, that it has given our 
farmers their lands as free home- 
steads, and that the West.should now 
accept a considerable share of the 
burden and not demand a radical 
change in national policies, 

In a word, the East does not yet 
recognize the fact that in any march 
of progress there must be change 
from old conditions, and that because 
the East is the older, and conditions 
have become more established and 
fixed, it is in the policies governing 
those conditions that th greatest 
To the East 
this seems as if the “giving” was to 
be all on their part. It fails to re- 
cognize that alf development and 
growth means evolution and change 
from present conditions, and that 
without such change there can be no 
progress. Especially does the East 
fail to sce that such change can be 
effected without doing them injury.

Dual Purpose Shorthorns 


Scotch” Blood in the Canadian Record 


of Performance 


The breeder of dual purpose Short- 
horns is often puzzled to know where 
to look for a suitable sire. It is in- 
teresting, therefore, to investigate the 
blood lines of the noted Shorthorn 
sires and large producing cows whose 
names appear in the record of per- 
formance. The record shows twenty- 
five Shorthorn bulls which have two 
or more daughters in the Canadian 
record of performance. Of these 
bulls, nineteen are of straight Scotch 


|breeding, and the other six are 
Scotch topped. It would  seem,| 
therefore, that straight Scotch and} 


Scotch topped sires may be used suc- 
cessfully in dual purpose herds, which 
is a fact of great importance, because 
it is only by the use of sires or more 
or less approved beef type that we 
can hope to maintain the dual pur- 
pose qualities in the Shorthorn. 


Coming to the large producing 
cows, we find twenty cows three 
years old and over, with records of 
over 400 Ibs, of butterfat. One of 
these cows is straight Scotch, one is 
straight English, mostly Bates, and 
the remainder are of mixed breeding. 
Nine of. these cows are by straight 
Scotch sires, cight are by Scotch top- 
ped sires, and fifteen out of the twen- 
ty possess one or more _ straight 
Scotch crosses. 

Among the two year olds we find 
nine which have records of over 300 
Ibs. of butterfat. One of these heif- 
ers is straight Scotch, and another 
one is nearly straight Scotch, Three 
out of the nine are by straight Scotch 
bulls, and the remaining six are by 
Scotch topped bulls. Eight out of the 
nine haye one or more straight 
Scotch cross in their pedigree. 

The fact that these large producing 
females carry so much Scotch blood 
should be encouraging to those 
breeders of dual purpose Shorthorns 
who are anxious to retain beef with 
milk production.—G. E, Day, Sec, D.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON FOR APRIL 13—CHRIST 
OUR SAVIOR 


1.’ Who Jesus Is (John 1:35-51), 
It is absolutely indispensable that 
every pupil regardless of age should 
know clearly who Jesus is and what 


he came into the world for, It should |_ 


be the ardent desire of every teacher 
to make so clear the person and work 
of Christ that the pupils may accept 
‘mim as their Saviour, Nothing short 
of his Deity and vicarious atonement 
will avail for salvation. What he is 
set forth to be is through personal 
testimony, For the most part that 
which he was found to be is through 
personal investigation. 

1, The Lamb of God (vy. 36), John 
testified that he is the Lamb of God 
—the world’s sin bearer, The word 
used and the idea conveyed carry us 
back to Isaiah 53 and forward to 
Jesus on the cross, bearing our sins 
in his own body. Christ had, been 
definitely pointed out to John by the 
Holy Spirit (v. 33, 34). 

2; The Messiah (v. 41), At the in- 
vitation of Jesus, the disciples went 
and abode with him for a day. Asa 
result of that day with Jesus they 
‘testified that he is the Messiah, He 
is that one whom God had anointed 
to be the Saviour of men, 

3. The Son of God (v. 49), Nathan- 
ael was interested through the testi- 
mony of a friend. Philip told him that 
he had found Jesus of Nazareth, of 
whom Moses had written. He knew 
|that Nazareth was not the birthplace 
of the Messiah, therefore he inquired: 
“Can any good thing come out of 
Nazareth?” At the invitation of 
Philip he made a personal investiga- 
tion. As a result he testified that 
Jesus was the Son of God, the Kiaz 
of Israel, 

4. The Son of Man (y. 51). This is 
Christ’s own testimony, It shows that 
he is the Messiah who, according to 
Daniel’s prediction (Dan. 7:13) would 
appear in divine glory and establish a 
universal and eternal kingdom, 
this testimony of Jesus is foreshad- 
owed the union of man and God, and 
through him the establishment of a 
medium of communication between 
earth and heaven, This is the reality 
of Jacob’s vision at Bethel (Gen, 28: 
12). 

2. His Mission in the World (Matt. 
20:27, 28; John 3:16). 

He came to give his life a ransom 
for many. The world was lost in sin 
--about to perish. Christ voluntarily: 
gave his life—died instead of the sin- 
ner, 

1. The world is dying like the Is- 
raclites, because bitten by the serpent 
of sin, 

2. Christ, like the brazen serpent, 
has been lifted up upon the cross as 
the remedy for sin (John 3:14, 15). 

3. As the Israclites must look up to 
the uplifted serpent, so those who 
would be saved must believé on Jesus 
Christ (John 3:16). While looking 
by faith to the crucified Christ savés 
from the death-sting of the serpent, a 
neglect or refusal to belicve on him 
means to perish. 

4. This provision was made by God. 
It emanated from his love (John 3: 
16). “For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten Son,” 

3. What He Gives (Rom. 8:31, 32). 

God gave his Son to save a dying 
world, Those who accept his Son have 
God on their side, He that spared his 
Son will freely give all things to those 
who receive him, He even makes all 
things work together for food to 
Mhem who love him (Rom, 8:28).

Building Activity 


Nothing But General Strike Can Pre- 
vent Boom 

Only one thing can prevent a great 
building boom throughout the United 
States this year, comments the Fargo 
Courier, and that is such fatuous 
handling of the labor problem as shall 
bring general strikes, Fortunately, 
in sone of the basic industries, capi- 
tal seems willing to agree that wages 
shall not be reduced, and if this sen- 
timent becomes general there should 
be no really serious labor difficulties 
this year, 

The fact that 
been fixed, by 


steel prices have 
agreement bgtween 
the federal authorities and the manu- 
facturrs, and on the basis of present 
wages, will go far toward. stimulat- 
ing building. ae 

Nowhere is there more promise 
along this line’ than in North Dakota. 
This state has not only the shortage 
of construction, and the assurance 
of prices for another year, which it 
shares with all the rest of the coun- 
try, but it has in its home building 
bill the most effective instruments 
ever devised in the United States for 
assisting wage workers to build their 
homes, 

Fargo promised to be first in the 
ficld under the new law—as it cer- 
tainly is first in need and the 
North 
Dakota has been instituted there. In 
the present state of congestion, the 
opportunity to secure homes,’ both 
lots and building material supplied 
at wholesale cost, and deferred pay- 
ments on easy terms and low interest 
rates, is one which Fargo people do 
not propose to miss., And the need 
for additional homes is so great here 
that no time must be lost in- putting 
the new law into effect.
